fires seriously threatened the valuable 
property of the Victorious Life Testi- 
mony at Keswick Grove, N. J. But as 
the flames seemed about to leap the rail- 
road track, the wind changed abruptly, 
and once again disaster was miraculously 
averted. But now there is a different 
story to tell. Early Monday morning, 
March 2, a defective flue set fire to Raws 
Memorial Building, and it burned to 
the ground. No one was hurt; the sup- 
ply of canned goods was saved, and Mr. 
Raws and his helpers took out the post 
office equipment and set up the office 
in his own house. The large building, 
in which were the office, dining rooms, 
kitchens, lobbies, prayer rooms, and 
many rooms for the guests and staff, was 
named for William Raws (father of Ad- 
dison C, Raws), who founded the Kes- 
wick Colony of Mercy more than forty 
years ago. Many sacred memories and 
associations clustered about it, as well 
as the Auditorium, Victory Hall, the 
Bookstore, and the Colony buildings, 
for incalculable blessings have come into 
the lives of men reclaimed from the 
drink habit, and defeated Christians 


have there learned of the Victorious 
Life. The loss of Raws Memorial would 
have saddened Dr. Trumbull’s heart, as 
it does the hearts of the Council of the 
Victorious Life Testimony and the mul- 
titude of friends of America’s Keswick. 
Mr. Raws and his co-workers are thank- 
ing God that no one was injured, and 
that other buildings were spared; they 
still believe Romans 8:28, and are trust- 
ing God to work out His purposes, The 
Council hopes to hold the conferences 
as usual this summer, perhaps some at 
Keswick, and some at other places. It 
is a time when Keswick friends will 
need to bear up the workers with finan- 
cial and prayer support.

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Concerning the Tithe 


I value your paper above all other 
Christian literature I réceive, and gener- 
ally find an Amen echoing in my mind to 
what vou write. 

However, on page 98 of your February 
7 issue you state that there is “no com- 
mandment in the New Testament concern- 
ing the tithe.” 

I believe that Matthew 23:23 teaches 
that the tithe is required— “ye tithe... 
these things ye ought to have done and 
not to have left the other undone.” 

In view of the selfishness of many 
Christians which keeps them from honor- 
ing the Lord with their substance, I be- 
lieve they need teaching on tithing, rather 
than something which may be taken as 
an excuse to withhold what is just the 
Lord’s portion. I hope that you will cor- 
rect that statement for the good of the 
believers and for the increase in giving.

The Editors appreciate very much in- 
deed the kindly spirit of this note from 
the Michigan pastor. It is not strange 
that there should be minor disagree- 
ments as to the interpretation and appli- 
cation of Scripture, among those who 
love God and His Word, and it is re- 
freshing to have contact with those who 
disagree in a spirit of Christian love. 


The pastor has correctly quoted a 
statement made in the recent reply to an 
Open Letter. The full text of Matthew 
23:23 is as follows: “Woe unto you, 
scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! for 
ye pay tithe of mint and anise and cum- 
min,. and have omitted the weightier 
matters of the law, judgment, mercy, 
and faith: these ought ye to have done, 
and not to leave the other undone.” The 
Editors believe this was mainly a rebuke 
to the scribes and Pharisees for not ex- 
ercising judgment .and mercy toward 
their fellow men and true faith toward 
God. If stress is laid on the words 
“these ought ye to have done,” as a 
command concerning tithing, it must be 
applied to the scribes and Pharisees and 
all the Jews who were still under the 
dispensation of law until the crucifixion 
and resurrection of Christ, and the de- 
scent of the Holy Spirit at Pentecost 
upon the Church inaugurated the new 
dispensation of grace. 


As the reply to the Open Letter in the 
Times for February 7 pointed out, while 


. the believer is not obligated to the tithe, 


or tenth, under the law, nevertheless he 
is enjoined under grace to give “as God 
hath prospered him” (1 Cor. 16:1, 2) 
and “not grudgingly, or of necessity,” 
but cheerfully, or hilariously (2 Cor. 
9:7). This may indeed be beyond the 
tenth.

Is the Tire Shortage Prophesied ? 


Will you please explain Isaiah 3:18 to 
me? Is it a prophecy of the restriction 
now being put on the use of rubber tires 
on cars?—A Wyoming reader. 

The Wyoming reader sent to the 
TIMEs the following newspaper clipping: 

Austin, Tex., Jan. 22.—Today’s tire situa- 
tion fulfills a prediction of the Prophet 
Isaiah written some 2,700 years ago, Bible- 


reading Gov. Coke R. Stevenson observed 
today. 


The governor quoted Isaiah 3:18: 

“In that day, the Lord will take away 
the bravery of their tinkling ornaments 
about their feet, and their cauls, and their 
round tires like the moon.” 

It is good to know that Governor Stev- 
enson of Texas reads his Bible, but it 
does not seem at all likely that the 
word “tires” in Isaiah 3:18 has any refer- 
ence to the rubber tires used on auto- 
mobiles today. The context shows 
plainly that the prophet is speaking of 
women’s ornaments, and in the follow- 
ing verse a long list of ornamental ,ob- 
jects is given. It must be remembered 
that the King James Version was writ- 
ten three hundred years ago, and that 
many of these words are not now com- 
monly used. The prophecy will yet be 
fulfilled, but we must not read into it 
what is nov there. Here are ‘several 
definitions of the word “tires”: 

“Their round tires ‘like the moon’ 
equal ‘round crescent shape head- 
bands’” (Companion Bible). 

“Cauls— network for the head. Or 
else, from an Arabic root, little sons, 
answering to the ‘tires’ or neck-orna- 
ments, ‘like the moon’ (Judges 8:21). 
The Chumarah or crescent is also worn 
in front of the headdress in West Asia” 
(Jamieson, Fausset, and Brown). 

“Tire—Archaic. A _ tire; dress; a 
lady’s headdress” (Webster). 

The International Bible Encyclopedia 
states that “tires” means “headtires.” 
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Finding the relationship between animal worship and 
the evolutionary theory 
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les stand in a glass case in the Met- 

ropolitan Museum of Art in New 
York City. They are mummies of “holy” 
cats of the ancient Egyptians. They were 
held sacred to the half-beast goddess 
Ubasti or Bubastis, with a feline head. 
Near the ruins of her city, also called 
Bubastis, has been found in recent times 
a cat cemetery, its brick chambers filled 
with cat mummies. 

The ancient Egyptians held a festival 
to the Lady Ubasti, which was attended 
to the number of 700,000 by men, women, 
and children. They crowded on barges 
riotously dancing, clapping, playing on 
castanets and flutes, clowning with vul- 
garities. At the city of Bubastis they 
offered up great sacrifices to the feline- 
headed goddess. “More wine is con- 
sumed at this festival than in all the 
rest of the year,” wrote the historian 
Herodotus (about 484-425 B. C.). He de- 
scribed the catscemetery: “In whatever 
house a cat dies of a natural death, all 
the family shave their eyebrows only; 
but if a dog die they shave the whole 
body and the head. All cats that die 
are carried to ‘certain sacred houses 
where being first embalmed, they are 
buried in the city of Bubastis.” For the 
Egyptians not only held cats holy but 
dogs, crocodiles, and other animals. 


Israel’s First Recorded Idolatry 


This same Herodotus explained the 
worship of Apis the Egyptians’ sacred 
bull; the “calf of a cow,” he called it. 
The Israelite slaves toiling on public 
works of Egypt, must have known the 
animal worship at Bubastis. That they 
were sympathetic with the Egyptian 
beast worship of Apis the bull, we know 
full well, for at Sinai while Moses was 
communing with the Lord God on the 
Mount of the Law, they demanded of 
Aaron, “Up, make us gods, which shall 
go before us.” At his command, they 
broke off their golden earrings, and he 
made a golden calf and set up an altar 
before it. The people, “naked unto their 
shame,” offered burnt offerings and 
peace offerings, and “sat down to eat 
and to drink, and rose up to play.” 
“These be thy gods, O Israel,” they said, 
“which brought thee up out of the land 
of Egypt” (Exod. 32). 

Again some hundreds of years after 
in the Holy Land, Jeroboam, king of the 
Northern Kingdom of Israel, who “made 
Israel to sin,” set up two golden calves, 
one at Bethel, the other at Dan. He did 
this with political purpose, to hinder his 
subjects from going up to worship in

the Lord’s temple at Jerusalem. Jeru- 
salem belonged then to the rival King- 
dom of Judah, and Jeroboam feared that 
the Ten Tribes of his kingdom might 
unite again with Judah. Jeroboam con- 
secrated priests to the golden calves, 
and burned incense. “Behold thy gods, 
O Israel,” he proclaimed, “which brought 
thee up out of the land of Egypt” 
(1 Kings 12). 

To go back:— The cult of the beast, 
that is, the worship of the animal king- 
dom, was strong in the land of Canaan 
when Israel entered after coming up 
from Egypt. A half-fish deity, “Dagon 
his name, upward man, downward fish,” 
as Milton puts it, was popular on the 
Philistine coast in southern Canaan: The 
Philistines, as my reader may remember, 
at one time captured the Ark of the 
Lord, carried it to Ashdod, modern 
Isdud, and set it down in the temple of 
Dagon near the fish-god’s image. And 
“behold, Dagon was fallen upon his 
face to the ground before the ark of the 
Lord; and the head of Dagon and both 
he palms of his hands were cut off upon 
the threshold; only the stump of Dagon 
was left to him” (1 Sam. 5). 

Some archzologists claim that Dagon 
in the original tongue reads Dagan, the 
grain god. But such an excellent au- 
thority as Dr. Cunningham Geikie points 
out that the excavated Nineveh marbles 
show both his fish-name and the fish- 
man himself, “union of human figure 
with that of a fish.” Besides worshiping

Dagon, the Philistines worshiped a fish 
with woman’s head, Atargatis, whose 
shrine was near Ashkelon, modern <As- 
calon. 

Serpent worship, a major and sinister 
element in the Cult of the Beast, coming 
down from the dim ages perhaps from 
Eden days and the Fall of man, wormed 
its way into Israel’s own worship. King 
Hezekiah “brake in pieces the brasen 
serpent that Moses had made: for unto 
those days the children of Israel did burn 
incense to it: and he called it Nehush- 
tan,” brazen, or a piece of brass (2 Kings 
18:4). 

During a millennium or so, Israel con- 
tinued to break the Second Command- 
ment. The clutch of beast worship with 
its orgies on Israel,— body, mind, and 
soul,— grew more and more degrading, 
till God sent down upon both kingdoms 
heavy retribution. Ezekiel declares in 
solemn strain that he was carried by 
the Spirit “in the visions of God to 
Jerusalem” into the holy court, and 
looked and “behold every form of creep- 
ing things, and abominable beasts, and 
all the idols of the house of Israel, pour- 
trayed upon the wall round about. And 
there stood before them seventy men of 
the ancients of the house of Israel, ... 
with every man his censer in his hand; 
and a thick cloud of incense went up” 
(Ezek. 8: 3, 10, 11). 


Ged’s Denunciation of Israel's Sin 


From the Egyptians, from the Pheeni- 
cians, from the Babylonians, from 
heathen peoples, Israel borrowed re- 
ligions and orgies, “bowing down to 
bestial gods.” This could not last. 

It did not last. “Thus saith the Lord 
God; An evil, an only evil, behold, is 
come. An end is come, the end is come. 
... As for the beauty of his ornament, 
he set it in majesty: but they made the 
images of their abominations and of 
their detestable things therein” (Ezek. 
7:5, 6, 20). God scattered Israel among 
the nations. “I will sift the house of 
Israel among all nations, like as corn is 
sifted in a sieve” (Amos 9:9). 

In Palestine in Christ’s time, a Jewish 
remnant still spoke in terms of the 
beast. Beelzebub (Baalzebub) Semitic 
lord of flies and god of Ekron, modern 
Agir, was said to rule over the swarms 
of flies “that carry infectious matter on 
their feet ... also draw blood by their 
bites and produce festering sores.” No 
more sneering insult could the Jewish 
hecklers offer the Lord Jesus than, “He 
casteth out devils through Beelzebub the

two teachers in Vermont working 

among neglected children. Miss 
Catherine Parks, from Houghton Col- 
lege, is in her second year around Mid- 
dlesex, Meretown, Walden, Elmore, Dan- 
ville, Orange,—42 public schools, 625 
children; and Miss Grace Hazlett, trained 
in Columbia School of the Bible, is in 
her fifth year around Corinth. West 
Fairlee, Vershire, Sharon, Royalton, 
Braintree, Randolph, Brookfield, — 41 
schools, 590 pupils. Nearly all of these 
1,200 Vermont school children have no 
church or Sunday school contacts. These 
two young women are provided with 
cars, Car expenses, and a small allowance 
by the New England Fellowship. They 
write: 

“One little girl showed interest. She 
is from a drunkard’s home. The day 
I was at school the older boys stayed 
home to protect their mother from their 
drunken father. 

“A child says his mother reads the 
Bible to them, now, every morning. 

“L— has been having trouble in her 
school with swearing and dirty talk. 
Last time I was there I spoke of Jesus 
cleansing the Temple. Later one of the 
big girls called me back to her seat and 
apologized for swearing in my presence. 
Tears were in her eyes. 

“The School is a very difficult 
one. The first teacher stayed only two 
weeks and the present one said I could 
not hold their attention a half hour. I 
prayed very earnestly before starting 
to teach, and during the lesson they 
were like little mice—not a whisper. 
They need the Gospel so badly! Almost 
every other word on the boys’ play- 
ground is profanity.” 


A convention held by Christian Dyaks 
at Long Berang, Borneo, brought to- 
gether over a thousand representatives, 
yet the church is but eleven years old. 
Many came from distances that required 
six or seven days of tortuous mountain 
climbing. It was almost impossible to 
provide for their accommodation. One 
Dyak said in the meetings, “Formerly it 
would have been impossible for us to 
gather together like this because of tribal 
hatreds, jealousy, and sin. Here we are 
together from many tribes and villages, 
one in Christ Jesus and with hearts 
happy.” One hundred and twenty-five 
new believers were baptized on Easter 
Day at this convention. 

Mr. Willfinger, who reports this con- 
vention, mentions preaching in front of 
a Dyak chief’s house adorned with a

line of skulls. Beneath them a fire was 
lighted every morning and evening to 
keep the spirits, once living within them, 
from suffering col “While we spoke, 
these ghastly testimbnials of a past epoch 
dangled there, veritably grinning and 
sneering at us.” It is from such bond- 
age the Dyaks are now being delivered. 


Last year the Dyak churches sent out 
twelve Dyak foreign missionaries, to 
Kooboos of Sumatra, to Dyak tribes in 
West Borneo speaking another language, 
and to the Moni and Kapauku tribes 
newly discovered in New Guinea. 


Reformation Notes.—The French Refu- 
gee Church, which has worshiped for 
centuries in the crypt of Canterbury 
Cathedral, has suffered from bombing, 
the crypt having been damaged and the 
manse destroyed. This crypt-chapel was 
set apart for suffering Huguenots flee- 
ing from France; and its present pastor, 
Mr. Barnabas, reports that he is living 
in Martyrs Field, the reputed spot where 
forty-one people were burned at the 
stake, earlier French and Walloon Prot- 
estants, presumably in Queen Mary’s 
time. 


At the Fourth Annual Conventicle held 
at the White Rock Presbyterian Church, 
British Columbia, the Rev. James Mack- 
intosh preached on the Martyr Witness 
of the Church, and Psalms connected 
with the death of Covenanting martyrs 
of the seventeenth century were sung. 


‘The Covenanters, “armed in conscience, 


conviction, and cause,” met Claverhouse’s 
dragoons at Drumclog with Psalm 76, 
“Thou didst cause judgment to be heard 
from heaven; the earth feared, and was 
still, when God arose to judgment, to 
save all the meek of the earth.” The 
Twenty-third Psalm was associated with 
the martyrdom of Isobel Alison and 
Marion Harvie; the Twenty-fifth Psalm 
with Margaret Wilson, who died singing 
it. She was tied to a stake in the waters 
of the Solway as the tide came in, 
drowning her and her companion, Mar- 
garet Lachlison. “Unto thee, O Lord, do 
I lift up my soul... let none that wait 
on thee be ashamed.” 


A summer camp for Jewish children, 
operated by Mr. Zeidmann of Toronto, 
has an average attendance of 255. For 
fifteen years Jewish parents, in ever- 
increasing numbers, have entrusted their 
children to him. He speaks of unsur- 
passed opportunities for presenting a 
living testimony for the Lord Jesus liter- 
ally twenty-four hours a day, of “preju- 
dice removed, closed hearts opened, lost 


souls saved, wilting spirits revived, 
drooping bodies refreshed, the Word of 
God proclaimed, His praises sung. This 
year young mothers, who ‘first came to 
camp as. children themselves, now 
grown-up and married, have come back 
with their little ones. Every camper, 
voluntarily and to the best of ability, 
contributes a share of camp expenses.” 


The Baptist Bible Institute of New Or- 
leans will have completed its first twen- 
ty-five years in 1942. It has at present 
266 students in residence and 135 taking 
correspondence courses. Active evange- 
lism goes alongside of study. Three 
busses, equipped with loud speakers, 
carry forty workers, for week ends, into 
seven different counties about-New. Or- 
leans. Eight centers in the city have 
been picked out for evangelism, looking 
to ultimate establishment of new 
churches in each. There is also hospital 
and prison visitation. 


The “Good Will Activities” of Jewish 
rabbis in Christian circles have been the 
subject of investigation by the President 
of the Jewish Theological Seminary of 
America. He discovered that a hundred 
rabbis serve on local boards of the 
Y. M. C. A. and Y. W. C. A. In Minne- 
apolis a rabbi leads high school students 
in a joint Hannukah-Christmas celebra- 
tion. Most of the 176 rabbis, who ex- 
changed pulpits from time to time with 
Christian ministers, participated in union 
Thanksgiving services. It is also pro- 
posed to publish a special good will 
prayer service in which Jew and Gentile 
may participate without hesitation. 


With all friendly feeling to the Jewish 
people, it must still be explained that 
the Lord Jesus Christ’s own words were, 
“No man cometh unto the Father, but 
by me.” Acceptable prayer can be 
raised only in the name of Christ,” and 
if our Lord stated to the Samaritan 
woman that “salvation is of the Jews” 
He meant simply that Jewish law and 
Jewish worship pointed forward to Him 
as Saviour of both Jew and Gentile. 
Paul taught in synagogues, but what he 
taught was that Judaism was a thing of 
the past, now superseded by the sacri- 
ficial ministry of Christ. For this he 
was hounded from city to city, and 
finally executed. A joint service in De- 
cember in honor of the warring Mac- 
ecabees and the newborn Prince of Peace 
reduces “God manifest in the flesh” to 
the stature of human patriotism, and is 
a betrayal of Christianity. To admit 
Jewish rabbis to managing boards of 
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the Y. M. C. A. abolishes its distinctively 
Christian character, as does the admis- 
sion of Gentile Unitarians. 


Maintaining Christian Colleges.—The 
Board of Education of the Northern 
Baptist Convention (152 Madison Ave., 
New York) published a full-page ad- 
vertisement in the Watchman. It begins: 

“In the long days of reconstruction 
which must follow this war... will 
we have need for independent Chris- 
tian schools and colleges and the trained 
Christian leaders they send forth? 

“If not, we need not now be con- 
cerned that the very life of some of 
our fine old Baptist institutions is threat- 
ened. 

“Enrollments are suffering, operating 
costs have risen, endowment income has 
shrunken. But we know that we need 
our Christian colleges more than ever,” 
and so on, and so on. 

In the list of Baptist colleges on the 
right-hand side of the advertisement ap- 
pears Colby College, Maine. This is 
the college the presidency of which has 
been turned over to the Unitarian radi- 
cal, Dr. J. S. Bixler of the Harvard Di- 
vinity School. Here, indeed, “the very 
life” of a “fine old Baptist” institution 
seems to be threatened. One would 
think Dr. Bixler would recognize the 
incongruity of his position, and would 
decline the presidency. That would 
seem to be the honorable thing to do. 
As to the Baptist rank and file, who 
hold the: power of the purse, they should 
see to it that “the law of diminishing” 
comes into operation. 


St. Joseph of Copercino was a Fran- 
ciscan monk canonized by Pope Clement 
XII because of his flying powers. He is 
reported to have made seventy flights 
in cathedrals and monasteries, and on 
one occasion to have flown up into an 
olive tree where he preached. These 
doings happened about the time the 
Puritans were settling in New England. 

Recently a medal has been struck in 
his memory, on one side of which the 
monk is. represented floating in midair, 
with the inscription, “Ye see how I,bare 
you on eagles’ wings.” On the other 
side appears, “To St. Joseph Copercino, 
who flew by the grace of God, 1603-1663.” 
This medal was sold for the benefit of 
injured Anglo-American aviators, and 
the sponsors of the sale were Mrs. Roose- 
velt, Mrs. Willkie, and Lady Halifax! 


Notes on Church Unity.—The Presby- 
terian Record of Toronto urges us to 
“unlearn some of our talk about ‘un- 
happy divisions.’ Success in building a 
huge organization called the Church, to 
stand over against the State, would be 
a calamity. A broom handle may be an 
excellent weapon, but the real business 
of sweeping and cleaning is done by 
the split end. The multiplication of 
small churches was, in early days, and 
is now a means of people finding ave- 
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nues of Christian service. Little causes 
breed little men, but it is notorious that 
little churches and little nations do not.” 
So it calls for a moratorium on “these 
weary debates about ‘orders.’ Those 
who are ‘exploring,’ to use the popular 
term, ecclesiastical and legal differences 
have not and never will get us any- 
where.” 

The Christian Century finds that “the 
promising unifying work” which con- 
ferences in Stockholm, Lausanne, Ox- 
ford, Edinburgh, Madras, and Amster- 
dam stood for, with its “impressive in- 
ternational organizations, bureaus, and 
committees,” has, because of the war, 
come to a complete standstill and is ap- 
parently fated to be not much more than 
“an appendage of a possible Anglo- 
American world imperialism.” It has 
also discovered that “in the missionary 
enterprise the Christian Church does 
possess a living movement, ecumenical 
in nature, world-wide in scope and un- 
derstanding, and now at grips with the 
most tragic realities of contemporary 
life.” “Christian missions are the true 
Christian international. Here is the place 
where the ecumenical spirit of the 
churches is finding expression in deed.” 

This has always been obvious. The 
ecumenical programs promoted by con- 
ferences and resolutions are man-made 
and rhetorical; the work of missions is 
the divine program of the mountain in 
Galilee. It does not stop or slacken be- 
cause of war, but goes from strength to 
strength in stormiest times. 


A Gospel Press Agent.—This is the 
Rev. George N. Taylor, pastor at Clover- 
dale, Oregon, who for twenty-two years, 
alongside of his pastoral work, has con- 
tributed brief articles to local news- 
papers, easy to be understood, concretely 
illustrated, which explain the Gospel in 
simple terms and how to appropriate it. 
These articles go into 65,000 homes each 
week, for that is the circulation of the 
Oregon papers that run the material. 
Businessmen foot the bills. Mr. Taylor 
writes: “You will note the build-up 
of the copy,—something for the eye, a 
picture in words; for the head, some 
facts; for the heart, salvation offered. 
The Gospel needs to get to the people 
when so few attend church.” 


The Italian Presbyterian Church in 
Montreal has a new church building, at 
the corner of St. Zotique and Delanaud 
Streets, which they name the Beckwith 
Memorial Church. Why the name? 

General J. C. Beckwith was born in 
Nova Scotia, the elders of fourteen chil- 
dren. He had a great career in the 
Napoleonic wars, and was even adjutant 
to Wellington at the battle of Water- 
loo. In this engagement a bullet frac- 
tured his leg, which had to be amputated 
and his military career necessarily 
closed. In later years he wrote, “I was 
carried away with the love of glory 
but the good God said to me, ‘Halt! you 
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rascal,’ and took away my leg. I be- 
lieve I am happier for it.” 

One day in 1827 when visiting Well- 
ington, he happened across a book which 
related the experiences of the Italian 
Waldensians through the centuries, and 
determined to join them. So from that 
date until 1862 he lived in the Walden- 
sian valleys, encouraging the people, 
witnessing for Christ, building churches, 
manses, schools, hospitals, colleges, 
identifying himself everywhere with this 
“the Israel of the Alps,” even to marry- 
ing a Waldensian wife whom he invari- 
ably called “My blessing.” He lies 
buried in the Waldensian cemetery in 
Torre Pellice. 


An ancient port in Syria is described 
in The Expository Times. It was discov- 
ered by Prof. Schaeffer of the French 
Archeological Expedition to Ras Shamra 
in Phoenicia. The Phoenicians traveled 
the seas without compass guided by the 
Little Bear, which the Greeks named 
Phoinike, or the Phoenician Star. Close 
to Ras Shamra they had a port, with a 
small navy, as far back as the fifteenth 
century B.C. “Here under the accumu- 
lated sands of over three millenniums he 
has uncovered ancient quays, port in- 
stallations, vast depots, foundries for 
copper ore (from Cyprus), and manu- 
factories for utensils and implements. 
The captain of the port seems to have 
entered in a register the name of every 
ship arriving and departing. Several 
registers have been recovered, and over 
fifteen different types of ships are men- 
tioned, including troop transports. Two 
vessels of war are entered, along with 
the name of the commander, the number 
of the crew (ninety), and the comple- 
ment of guards and soldiers (comparable 
to modern marines). Ugarit was thus 
not only the commercial metropolis of 
northern Syria, and a brilliant intellec- 
tual centre, but possessed as well of a 
naval and military organisation, and all 
this long before the Israelites had en- 
tered Palestine under Joshua, or had 
even left Egypt.” 


The Fellowship of Philip (Los An- 
geles) seeks to reach the vast army of 
auto riders on the road. Mr. Dean Ham- 
ilton is the active leader whose orders 
are, “Join thyself to this chariot.” Here 
are some news items. After describing 
a drunken driver, owner of a date farm, 
who confessed his need of cleansing in- 
side and out and yielded his life to 
Christ, he proceeds: “There were sev- 
eral more presentations that day, and at 
its close the Philipian was found in 
Wickenburg, Arizona, 357 miles from 
home, traveling this distance in fifteen 
hours with eight men and securing one 
definite decision, possibly two more, the 
cost of the trip, night’s lodging, included, 
being $1.65.” The next day the trail led 
to Flagstaff, and the Lord’s business was 
discussed with the minister, a Mexican, 
an atheist, three proprietors of a failing 
café, a tired woman in a stalled car. 
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Two good contacts were made with a 
mining engineer and a mill superintend- 
ent, and our missionary is corresponding 
with both in the hope of winning them 
to Christ.” Mr. Hamilton never asks 
for rides. From January 1 to June 1, 
1941, he was able to report 82 decisions 
for Christ. 


Physicians for Christ.—L’Aurore of 
Montreal has this to say of certain dem- 
onstrations in that city. The first oc- 
curred about a year ago when the physi- 
cians of Montreal and suburbs met in 
St. James Church, under the presidency 
of Dr. Hamilton, to praise God and to 
listen to one of their colleagues, mis- 
sionary-physician Dr. Robert McClure. 
They wished in this way to affirm pub- 
licly their Christian faith. This gather- 
ing was a striking success as a pub- 
lic acknowledgment of the teaching 
of Christ. This year it was the turn 
of the teachers of the city under 
the presidency of Prof. John Hughes 
of McGill University, who gathered at 
the same place with the same purpose. 
A masterly address was given by Dr. 
Basil Matthews. 


Mexican-Americans.—There has been 
a considerable back-flow of emigration 
to Mexico, nearly a half million; yet a 
million and a half remain, and the birth- 
‘rate is high (eleven thousand Mexican 
babies in California alone annually). 
Fortunately these people are widely 
alienated from Romanism and open to 
Christian teaching. Northern Baptists 
have work among them in thirteen 
states, with some forty-three pastors and 
an evangelists’ seminary in Los Angeles. 
Mexican Christians become active lay 
evangelists. In Kansas, in ten years, 
churches have been started in Topeka, 
Wichita, Hutchinson, Ottowa, Welling- 
ton, Chanute, and Arkansas City. From 
Kansas City a strong Baptist church, 
fifteen years old, has begun work in 
Mexican colonies in Joliet, Chicago (four 
churches), Indiana Harbor, Detroit, 
Rockford, Elgin, Milwaukee, Saginaw, 
Flint, Pontiac, Blissfield, and Toledo. 
This work is strongest in the Southwest, 
but expanding over the whole country, 
and even into Mexico. 


Repatriated Mexicans make centers 
of Christian testimony in Mexico proper. 
Noticeable is the general improvement 
which accompanies conversion. More 
young people go through high schools. 
Hygiene and personal cleanliness im- 
prove. More learn to speak English. 
There is even an increase in number 
of young people studying the piano and 
able to serve their churches in their 
music. So, too, there is growth in self- 


government in church life and church 


organization. More than 2,000 profes- 
sions of faith are reported annually, artd 
500, or more, actual additions by baptism. 


Biographical Notes.—Joseph Sabey, re- 
cently deceased, was a successful Eng- 
lish businessman who began life in a 
minstrel troupe in Bunyan’s County of 
Bedfordshire, barn-storming in the vil- 
lages. The Lord laid His hand upon him, 
and one by one the other members of 
his troupe were brought to Christ by 
him. He became a lay evangelist, and 
in these days witnessed many scenes of 
revival blessing,— farm laborers falling 
on their knees in country lanes, crying 
out for the mercy of the Lord. In later 
life he preached while engaged in busi- 
ness, and gave largely to churches in 
North West London. He was a right- 
hand man in Mr. Kensit’s public pro- 
tests against the Counter-Reformation 
in the Church of England, of which he 
was a member. 


Lorimer Fison was an English gold 
hunter who was converted in a street 
meeting in Australia and volunteered 
for mission work in Fiji. Here he spent 
and was spent for seventeen years. 
“Once as he was walking with a chief 
on the shore, the chief pressed him to 
accept land. Mr. Fison stopped, meas- 
ured six feet, or perhaps a little more 
(for he was a tall man) on the sand, 
and said: ‘If I die in Fiji you may give 
me so much land. I will not take more.’ 
So he lived and died, poor but honored.” 

Alongside his devoted life as a mis- 
sionary ran his anthropological studies, 
and for these he was elected President 
of the Australian Association for the 
Advancement of Science and deputed to 
place his findings before the British As- 
sociation at Oxford. 

Jesus Hernandez was a young book- 
keeper at an iron and zinc smelter in 
Durango, Mexico, who was converted 
and then trained for the ministry at a 
Baptist seminary in Torreon. He went 
out preaching in country places and 
met with much persecution, as did his 
converts, also, who saw their churches 
and homes burnt! Obliged to leave, he 
went to Kansas and got work on the 
Santa Fe Railroad as section-hand, and 
for eight years carried on a volunteer 
ministry, organizing Sunday schools for 
the families of Mexican railroad workers 
at various points. The first religious 
service for Mexicans in Ottowa, Kans., 
was held in the section-house of the 
Santa Fe Railroad. Later Mr. Hernandez 
became a colporteur for the Baptist 
Home Missionary Society, and is now 
working out from Wichita, Kans. 

Four young Mexicans, converted un- 
der Mr. Hernandez’ preaching, are now 
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pastors,— Juan Garcia of Kansas City, 
Pilar Munoz of Chicago, Manuel Pa- 
checo of Ottowa, Kans.; and Manuel 
Martinez of Chanute, Kans. Missions 
tells of another convert: 

“I earned good money working on the 
railroad, but my family was not well 
provided for. We lived in a box car. 
Loving drink, I could save no money. 
When drunk I was cruel to my wife 
and children. Once I tried to kill my- 
self, but the police caught me just as 
I was about to jump into the river. 

“My, wife was converted in Mr.’ Her- 
nandez’ meetings, but I stayed home 
drinking home brew and running a 
phonograph. I swore at her for going. 
but finally went myself and found joy 
that has never left me. I did not go 
to sleep that night until I had broken 
every bottle of beer in the house. The 
same night two men, also working on 
Santa Fe tracks, were converted.” He 
has a comfortable home, now, and is 
a volunteer evangelist, his wife and 
children singing with him. “I often go 
among Mexican migrant workers to tell 
them what the Gospel has done for me 
and for many other Mexicans.” 


Mr. John Henry Bradshaw. was an 
English Christian who heard the call to 
Ireland in 1893 and who, until his recent 
death, went about that dark land hold- 
ing “lantern meetings.” There is hardly 
a town or village in Ireland that he has 
not visited with lantern evangelism. The 
early years were stormy, especially in 
connection with outdoor meetings in 
Dublin. He was a forceful speaker in 
the open.air, and labored in the fairs 
and markets all over the country. A 
Wicklow woman said of him, “His man- 
ner would make you want to love his 
Saviour.” What Ireland needs is more 
John Henry Bradshaw men and less of 
Cardinal John Henry Newman.

M. Doegner, a French Protestant pas- 
tor, says of the situation in France, “We 
are at the bottom of the abyss.” Then 
he immediately adds, “But we know that 
God is there also for the Psalmist has 
said, ‘If I make my bed in hell, behold, 
thou art there.’” 


Episcopalian student groups in Amer- 
ican colleges are to be known from now 
on as Canterbury clubs. 


Dr: Gutierrez-Marin, former pastor in 
the Spanisn Evangelical Church in 
Granada, Spain, a man of brilliant gifts 
and training, now a refugee in Mexico, 
is conducting evangelistic meetings and 
addressing sttidents in public schools of 
Mexico City. So again, “they that were 
scattered abroad went every where 
preaching the word.”

chief of the devils” (Luke 11:15). The 
Lord rebuked them, and some words of 
His rebuke were, “If a house be divided 
against itself, that house cannot stand. 
And if Satan rise up against himself, 
and be divided, he cannot stand, but 
hath an end” (Mark 3:25, 26). 

Note, that our Lord calls Beelzebub 
Satan, in confirmation of Scripture: ‘The 
things which the Gentiles sacrifice, they 
sacrifice to devils, and not to God” 
(1 Cor. 10:20). 

And, said Moses, “They sacrificed unto 
devils, not to God”; and, “Thou... hast 
forgotten God that formed thee” (Deut. 
32:17, 18). And Paul, warning the Chris- 
tians against Roman pagan practices, 
wrote: “My dearly beloved, flee from 
idolatry. . . . Ye cannot drink the cup 
of the Lord, and the cup of devils: ye 
cannot be partakers of the Lord’s table, 
and of the table of devils” (1 Cor. 10:14, 
21). 

We can trace down the beast worship 
still farther in Scripture. Is not the 
beast, together with the serpent, the 
enemy of God, used by John as a figure 
of Satan’s rule on earth during the last 
times? Is not unregenerated man to bow 
down to the image of the beast? (Rev. 
13.) 

From all of which we must deduce 
that the Cult of the Beast is Satanic. 

This worship from dim ages past of 
the animal kingdom, a leading if not 
prime cause of the dissolution of Israel 
as a nation, was no desultory religion 
confined to any one race or group ‘of 
races; but it formed a dark, consistent 
strand in the endless cable of primitive 
man-made. nature-religion carried by 
migrating heathen peoples around the 
world. It adapted itself to the degree 
of civilization, culture, and environment, 
and even to the individual character of 
its votary. 

Its clutch on the popular mind is not 
entirely of the past, even leaving out the 
fact that it still dominates some back- 
ward peoples. It is not to be dismissed 
as moldy and outworn. Like the serpent 
it has never ceased to rear its head. 
There is an extraordinary amount of 
mythological material of all races gath- 
ered by missionaries, travelers, and 
scholars, that attest to the beast cult and 
its degrading effects on the human.race. 

It is well worth the Christian’s while 
to examine some of this, at least a cross 
section that may explain to us why the 
modern teaching of the evolution of man 
through beastly changes is so easily ac- 
cepted by the general run of people. 

A comparative study of myths of vari- 
ous races reveals that the psychology 
of the rank and file is to accept what 
is taught if it appeals to the vagrant 
imagination and to the sensuous nature. 
Through natural religion, which makes 
its appeal in this fashion, run evolution- 
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ary themes or theories which seem to 
have had through the ages a universal 
fascination, and when molded by wild 
speculations of a runaway imagination, 
have proved disastrous to mankind, 
weighting him down so he could not 
rise spiritually. 

Now let us Bible believers try to trace 
the connection, if there is any, between 
beast worship and the theory of the 
origin of man through a beastly evolu- 
tion, which is so readily accepted today. 
Let us return to the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum of Art and look over the specimens 
of Egyptian sacred cat mummies. From 
there we can begin to trace down some 
facts that demonstrate our point. 

In this article we have seen Israel 
succumb to insidious animal worsbip. 
Let us see what the Gentile response 
has been to the same temptation. Our 
next article will be, “The Cult of the 
Beast and the Gentiles.”

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AVING secured a pupil’s decision to 

accept Christ, we should not be 
content with the fact that his soul is 
saved. Our Lord saw that believers 
needed one another. He therefore insti- 
tuted the Christian church. We are 
stronger if we stand in the strength of 
the Christian group. We can serve most 
effectively as we co-operate with our 
fellow Christians. While it is the work 
of God to add unto the Church such as 
are being saved, and the Church is the 
mystical Body of Christ, every true be- 
liever being a member thereof, it is also 
true that the local church, the visible 
organization of groups of Christians, is 
a New Testament institution. We should 
therefore not rest satisfied with getting 
converts, but should, for their sake and 
for the sake of the Lord’s work, get them 
to take their place in the church. 

To that end we should follow conver- 
sion with instruction for church mem- 
bership and Christian growth. There are 
various ways of doing this. One is by 
getting mew converts to read literature 
on the growth and development of the 
Christian life. The regular preaching 
and teaching ministry of church and 
Sunday school should have as one of its 
aims the upbuilding of believers. In 
particular, with young folk, special 
church membership classes for new con- 


verts should be held from time to time. 
The pastor should conduct these classes. 
It may be necessary to have two or 
three separate groups, each gathered 
together according to age. I have had 
both Junior and Senior classes, and 
sometimes Intermediate classes. 

In my last Junior Instruction Class I 
first discussed, in simple fashion, “Know- 
ing We Are Saved.” I pointed out that 
we may know when we have accepted 
Christ by the change in our life; the new 
love for God’s Word, and for His people; 
and the better life we begin to live. 
Then I added that, having received Christ, 
we know, by means of God’s Word, that 
He has accepted us; and we considered 
such promises as give assurance. 

' I then went on to consider with th>m, 
“Showing We Are Saved,” and that this 
was to appear in our behavior. 

“You must show that Christ can save 

By the way that you behave.” 

Then, besides consistency of life, mem- 
bership in the church was set forth as 
a way of “showing” that we are saved. 
This gave the opportunity of consider- 
ing the requirements for church mem- 
bership, and to speak of the Lord’s 
Supper. 

Next there came a study in “Growing 
After We Are Saved.” Here the neces- 
sity of wholehearted Christian living 
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was stressed. The importance of daily 
feeding on God’s Word and daily prayer 
was emphasized. The need of giving 
up all known sin was urged, with defi- 
nite sins dealt with. God’s provision for 
restored fellowship through forgiveness, 
after confession, was made plain. Finally 
came a word about the need of laying 
aside hindering weights, which gave the 
opportunity of warning against ques- 
tionable things—those things not consid- 
ered sinful by many, but which doubt- 
less hinder in the Christian race. 

In the case of older converts, much 
the same ground is covered but in a 
more mature manner. 

Following such _ instruction there 
should come reception into the church, 
to be followed with the fellowship, over- 
sight, and training that every church 
should provide for its members. Too 
often there is failure here. We forget 
the new converts who join our churches, 
—forget their struggles with tempta- 
tion, and their need of special care, — 
hence many of them settle down to a 
very mediocre Christian life which 
yields them little satisfaction, and brings 
little glory to God, or good to their fel- 
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lows. Still others, who might have been 
retained had they had the sympathetic 
attention of the church and pastor when 
they first began to backslide, gradually 
drift. away altogether. 

This responsibility should not be left 
entirely to the pastor. He cannot pos- 
sibly maintain, unaided, 
oversight of all his people. Often he 
may not know of backsliding tendencies 
until they have become settled habits, 
and difficult of correction. Church offi- 
cers, Sunday school teachers, and every 
spiritual member of the church should 
join hands with the pastor in the tend- 
ing of the newer converts. They should 
be prayed for. They should be given 
wise counsel, directed to helpful outlets 
for their Christian energies, and gen- 
erally nurtured through the days of 
spiritual immaturity to full growth in 
Christ. Without such care, earlier con- 
verts will be going out the back door 
of the church while we are busy seeing 
later ones in at the front door, and our 
evangelism will fail to yield its full 
fruitage in the strengthening of the 
cause of Christ.

Helping Students to Believe the Bible 


How the Truth for Students movement is strengthening their faith and providing 
them with answers to the arguments of Modernism and evolution 














OUNG people of today know only 
the world of reconstruction programs 
since the World War, and now face these 
perplexing days of a second world war. 
It has been to them an era of chaotic 
standards and uncertain futures. .They 
have not been privileged to witness any 
great work of the Holy Spirit in mass 
“awakenings,” such as_ characterized 
former generations in the days of Spur- 
geon, Finney, and Moody. Modern youth 
has seen a creeping paralysis coming 
over the churches. They have encoun- 
tered an energetic criticism directed 
against the Bible and evangelical Chris- 
tianity. In the classrooms, the constant 
insistence has been upon “new paths” 
as the only scientific and safe approach. 
Biologic evolution has attacked the Gen- 
esis account of origins. Communism has 
seized upon academic freedom to propa- 
gandize both students and faculties 
throughout the land. “The other sides 
of the questions,” which are vital to life, 
are not being welcomed on the college 
campus. The evangelical Christian mes- 
sage is being deliberately kept from 
them. It is for Christian people of this 
generation to send forth the message 
of life in Christ to students that they 
may face the truth of the pure Gospel. 
In 1935 the Truth for Students move- 
ment was started. Christian leaders 
quickly recognized its value as a means 


/ 


of sowing the Word of God in the soil 
of the student mind. S. H. Sutherland, 
director of Christian work at Biola, 
wrote: “I am enclosing a list of names 
of students who would like to be placed 
on your mailing list for the valuable 
booklets sent out by the Truth for Stu- 
dents movement. The students report 
blessing in reading the booklets.” Dr. 
E. J. Pace wrote: “I am profoundly im- 
pressed that you are on the right track, 
and this is of God. If you had printed 
and circulated nothing but Dyson 
Hague’s really masterly array of facts 
concerning “The Wonder of the Book,’ 
you would be doing a piece of ‘mighty 
constructive work for the students of 
our colleges. Very many will rise up 
and call you blessed for bringing to 
the attention of befogged and confused 
minds ‘the other side of the question.’” 
Paul A. Westberg, former president of 
Gideon International, wrote: “Ever 
since k first heard of the organization 
‘Truth for Students,’ I have been greatly 
interested in it. Now when the Gideons 
are placing God’s Word in the schools, 
I think it most timely to place in the 
hands of each student a copy of this 
booklet, — ‘The Wonder of the Book.’ 
It will bring about the reading of the 
Bible by coming generations, and that 
is, of course, the real object of placing 
Bibles in the schools.” The founder, 
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A. D. Weir of Corvallis, Oreg., has been 
personally encouraged by many letters 
from Christian leaders. Dr. Arthur I. 
Brown has written to him: “God planted 
the Truth for Students work in your 
mind, and He must have known you 
were the man to carry it through for 
Him.” Dr. E. M. Wadsworth, director 
of the Great Commission Prayer League, 
said: “The Lord has given you some 
wonderful direction. May He lead you 
on as a Joshua against the walls of 
modern Jericho.” 

Since the organization of TFS, about 
250,000 booklets have been sent out to 
young people and others interested in 
our youth. The ever-widening circle of 
requests includes 42 states of the U.S. A., 
every Canadian province, and 14 lands 
outside of America. Already calls are 
coming from boys in the Army and 
Navy. The secretary of the Navigator’s 
Club, in Honolulu, ordered 1,000 TFS 
booklets for use “among Army and Navy 
forces assigned to duty in this area.” 
He writes further: 

“There is a rich field. for the use of these 
among students in the University of Hawaii. 
What is needed is something that will com- 
mand immediate attention concerning the 


Word of God and its redemption message. I 
believe your literature will do that.” 

From China: “I want a supply of the 
booklets to enclose in my mail to student 
friends in my home town in Victoria, Australia. 
I am praying God’s richest blessing on your 
vital ministry.” 

From Ontario, from a student in McMaster 
University: “I appreciate the work you are 
doing, and should like to contribute the en- 
closed to this work.” 

From Korea: “The booklets you sent me 
are very useful. I don’t know English well; 
if there are some words I do not know I find 
the meaning by English-Japanese dictionary. 
After I finish to read the booklets I gave my 
friends them. The books very useful too. I 
thank you very much for them. If other 
new ones be made I hope to read them too. 
I want to work for our Lord in Korea as you 
are working in America.” 

From Bulgaria: “Bulgaria is the logical cen- 
ter from which to evangelize the students 
of the Balkan States. Please come over into 
Bulgaria and help us to reach these hungry 
students. I have already translated ‘the Won- 
der of the Book’ into Bulgarian, and as soon 
as we hear from you will send the papers to 
the press to print 20,000 copies.” 

From Saskatchewan: “I read that you send 
out helpful booklets to high school students. 
I am one of them, and feel very strongly 
that my faith is being undermined while I 
attend. I would be very thankful if you 
would send me these booklets.” 


A young missionary in Kentucky is 
reaching 4,500 students in 18 mountain- 
eer high schools with the TFS booklets. 
“Sow beside all waters.” A sailor, on 
shore-leave in Seattle, found a TFS 
booklet on a restaurant table. The read- 
ing of it brought him back to Christ. 
Mr. Weir, the secretary of TFS, was 
invited to speak to the Navigator’s Club 
in Long Beach, Calif. That evening 
twenty young men, representatives from 
twenty ships, heard about the TFS mes- 
sages for young people, every one of 
them requesting literature to take to his

Approach to the Lesson 


Ts Apostle Peter tells us that the 
Transfiguration was a picture of 
the power and coming of our Lord 
Jesus Christ (2 Pet. 1:16-18). In other 
words, it was a miniature of the King- 
dom which is yet to be manifested in 
this world. Jesus Himself intimated that 
(Matt. 16:28; Mark 9:1; Luke 9:27). Why 
these verses have been omitted from the 
sections upon which our present lesson 
is based seems passing strange. Apart 
from this introduction to the scene that 
follows, we would be left without the 
key as to its meaning, except for the 
explanation given by Peter. Our Lord 
desired some of His disciples to have 
a definite understanding of the nature of 
the Kingdom that they might be de- 
livered from any preconceived notions 
of a merely worldly or carnal character. 


The present application of the Trans- 
figuration is linked with that which 
the Spirit of Ged brings before us in 2 
Corinthians 3. As we are occupied with 
the glorified Saviour, we ourselves, 
though still in our bodies of humilia- 
tion, are transfigured (it is the same 
word) into His image, from glory to 
glory, even as by the Spirit of the Lord. 
Thus exhibiting in our measure the 
grace and holiness so fully seen in Him, 
we shall be in a position to manifest 
Him to a demon-controlled world, no 
longer helpless as were the disciples 
at the foot of the mount; for the risen 
Christ, who is Himself God, will work 
in and through us, both the willing and 
the doing of His good pleasure (Phil. 
2:13). 


The Historical Setting 


Following closely upon His announce- 
ment of His approaching death and ‘res- 
urrection, our Lord took the three dis- 
ciples, Peter, James, and John, who 
seemed to constitute the inner circle of 


His followers, up into a great mountain, 
probably Mount Hermon’, where He gave 
them to see “the kingdom of God come 
with power” (Mark 9:1). This was to 
fortify their faith in view of His cru- 
cifixion. The time was still the latter 
part of A. D. 29. 


Verse by Verse 


Luke 9:28.—‘About an eight days after 
these sayings.” That is, after His an- 
nouncement of His forthcoming death 
and resurrection and of His second com- 
ing to set up His Kingdom in power 
(v. 27). “He took Peter and John and 
James, and went up into a mountain to 
pray.” Tradition has associated this 
event with Mount Tabor, but it seems 
far more likely to have been Mount Her- 
mon, which is “an high mountain” 
(Matt. 17:1; Mark 9:2). Every outstand- 
ing event in our Lord’s life was pre- 
ceded by special prayer. Luke gives 
more prominence to the prayer life of 
the Man Christ Jesus than the other 
synoptists. 
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Verse 29.—“As he prayed, the fashion 
of his countenance was altered.” True 
prayer always has transforming effect. 
Here the glory of our Lord’s person — 
His eternal deity—was shining out 
through the veil of His humanity. It 
was the manifestation of His true char- 
acter, intended to make clear to His 
disciples who He really was. 

Verse 30.—‘There talked with him two 
men, ... Moses and Elias.” Jesus was 
manifested as the King-Messiah. With 
Him were seen one who had died long 
centuries before, now alive and sharing 
His glory, and another who had been 
caught up to Heaven without passing 
through death, now resplendent in the 
brilliant light of the displayed King- 
dom. These two— Moses and Elijah — 
picture the two classes of believers who 
will appear with Him in glory when 
the Lord Jesus comes again (1 John 3: 
2). The dead in Christ will be raised 
and the living changed and all be like 
Him in that day (1 Cor. 15:52). 

Verse 31.—“Who . . . spake of his de- 
cease.” All Heaven was interested in 
the coming death of our Lord upon the 
cross, which has well been called “the 
center of two eternities.” Moses, the 
lawgiver, and Elijah, the restorer, knew 
that the only hope for the salvation of 
sinful man was. in the sacrificial death 
of Him with whom they conversed as 
they were manifested in glory that night 
upon the mount. 

Verse 32.—‘When they were awake, 
they saw his glory.” Overpowered by 
natural weariness, the three disciples 
fell asleep, but when they were awak- 
ened they beheld the wonder-scene — 
the Kingdom in miniature—and heard 
the conversation of Jesus and the two 
Old Testament worthies. 

Verse 33.—“Let us make three taber- 
nacles.” Just what was in Peter’s mind 
we may not say with certainty. Per- 
haps he did not know himself (Mark 
9:6). But he evidently had some thought 
of making permanent the conditions 
seen that night. However, the time for 
this had not yet come. The heavenly 
visitors disappeared from view. Jesus 
was left alone, no longer transfigured 
but in “the likeness of sinful flesh” 
(Rom. 8:3). The glory had faded away. 
The earthly testimony was to be re- 
sumed. The cross must come before the 
Kingdom could be displayed openly. 

Verse 34—‘“They feared as they en- 
teredintothecloud.” That cloud suggested 
all the darkness and mystery that was 
yet to be endured before the Kingdom 
could become a reality and Jesus be 
fully glorified. 

Verse 35.—“This is my beloved. Son.” 
The Father’s voice focused attention 
upon “Jesus only” (Mark 9:8). Neither 
Moses nor Elias could be recognized as 
upon the same level with Him who is 
Lord of all. 


Verse 36—“They .. . told no man in 
those days.” The remarkable things

seen and heard that night were not for 
the multitudes, but were a special reve- 
lation for confirrning the faith of the 
three disciples and fitting them for the 
testimony they were to bear after 
Christ’s ascension to Heaven. 

Verse 37.—“When they were come 
down from the hill.” The mountain 
experience soon ended. Then they de- 
scended to the plain below, where they 
were called upon to face the stern real- 
ities of a world suffering from the ef- 
fects of its rebellion against God. 

Verse 38.—“Master, . . . look upon my 
son.” How many an agonized parent 
has prayed in the same words. 

Verse 39.—“It teareth him that he 
foameth again.” Brought into the pres- 
ence of Jesus, the demon, evidently 
filled with fear and wrath, sought to 
do all the hurt possible to the youth 
he had controlled for years, ere his 
expulsion at the command of the Lord. 
Note the epileptic condition indicated 
by foaming at the mouth. 

Verse 40.—“Thy disciples .. . could 
not.” Long before Jesus had given His 
disciples power over demons (Matt. 10: 
1, 8; Mark 3:14, 15), and on a later 
occasion, the seventy rejoiced that these 
evil spirits were subject to them (Luke 
10:17). So it was very clear that the 
Twelve should have been able to deliver 
this poor boy from his terrible thral- 
dom, but they were not abiding in com- 
munion with their Master and so they 
had no power against Satan’s hosts. 

Verse 41.—“Jesus answering said, O 
faithless and perverse generation.” He 
saw the wretched unbelief and insubjec- 
tion of heart which made them ineffi- 
cient and helpless in their hour of need. 

Verse 42.—“Jesus rebuked the unclean 
spirit, and healed the child.” When 
brought directly to Him, the Lord com- 
manded the foul spirit to come out of 
the lad, and at once the boy was freed 
from his tormentor. 

Verse 43.—“They were all amazed at 
the mighty power of God.” It was God 
in Christ who was manifesting Himself 
thus to Israel. 


The Heart of the Lesson 


The picture is a very complete one, 
setting forth the power and coming of 
our Lord Jesus as it will be manifested 
at His second advent. On the heavenly 
side we see the glorified Saviour and the 
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risen and raptured saints associated with 
Him. Then the three disciples picture 
restored Israel in their natural bodies 
dwelling on the earth in that day of 
the Kingdom. The agonized father and 
his demon-controlled son set forth the 
condition in which the nations will be 
found, but from which they will be de- 
livered at the second advent, when 
Satan’s power will be broken and he 
will be exiled to the abyss (Rev. 20:1-3). 
The lesson for our age is that service 
to a needy world is dependent upon high 
spiritual experiences,

Special Lesson Topics and Truths 


The word translated “transfigured” in 
Mark 9:2 means metamorphosed, changed 
from within outward. It was “the 
glory of the Only Begotten shining out 
through the veil of His humanity. The 
same word is found twice elsewhere in 
the New Testament. In Romans 12:2 it 
is translated “transformed” and refers to 
the conformity of the yielded believer to 
Christ as he is subject to the indwell- 
ing Holy Spirit. Again in 2 Corinthians 
3:18, it is translated “changed.” This 
change is effected by occupation with 
the risen Christ. 

Power over Demons. No Christian can 
be indwelt by a demon. The Holy Spirit 
would not permit that. He indwells all 
who are saved, and His power is greater 
than that of Satan (1 John 4:4). And 
as we walk in the Spirit we are not in 
danger of being misled by demon insinu- 
ations. But we have no power of our- 
selves. It is only as we live in com- 
munion with God that we are safe from 
Satanic suggestions which may mislead 
us and ruin our testimony. 


Applications and Summaries . 


The malignancy of the evil spirit is 
seen in the harm it sought to work ere 
being forced to abandon its hold upon 
its victim. 

To the Lord Jesus the unseen forces of 
evil were absolutely real. We need to 
be alert to them, too, for with them is 
our conflict (Eph. 6:12). 

How often our highest experiences are 
followed by most humiliating experi- 
ences of our own powerlessness. It is 
only as we abide in Christ that we can 
meet successfully the power of the 
enemy of God and man.

The Busy Men's Corner

Human Transfiguration—And as he 
prayed, the fashion of his countenance 
was altered, and his raiment was white 
and glistering (Luke 9:29). George Mac- 
Donald, the Christian Scottish novelist, 
believed that it is possible for a man 
to live so close to the Lord as to have 
a certain ability to see somewhat of the 
future. He calls such a one “a mystic.” 
He has one of them a character in a 
fine novel he calls “Salted with Fire.” 

While the Transfiguration was a spir- 
itual miracle, yet it would seem to be 
possible for a mere man to come so 
close that some of the heavenly glory 
may shine in him. Moses for example 
(Exod. 34:29, 30). 

“Old George Mulligan,” as he was 
spoken of, was a large, rawboned fore- 
man of the section gang on the Wil- 
mington and Reading Railroad. His face 
was rugged, far from handsome, and 
darkly bronzed by his outdoor service 
in all weather. 

George was a very devout member of 
the Methodist Church in Coatesville. 
When in a meeting the leader would 
say, “Will Brother Mulligan please lead 
in prayer,” we would all bow our heads, 
but keep an eye on George. 

If possible, the old fellow would kneel 
beside a chair. When he started le 
would stammer and splutter like an old- 
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time automobile. But George would 
soon leave this earth, and forgetting 
us all, would go sailing right up to 
Heaven: in his: talk with his Lord. 

When that period was reached, you 
would never have known George. His 
diction was Biblical and. his rough, 
weather-beaten face would shine with 
a light that-came from Heaven. George 
would be transfigured by the heavenly 
light from within. 


The Birth of This Corner.—It is good 
for us to be here; and let us make three 
tabernacles; . . . not knowing what he 
said (v. 33). In 1896 the Pennsylvania 
Y. M. C. A, leased a bankrupt hotel at 
Sunbury for one of the first “Bible con- 
ferences” ever held. The hotel was on 
a high bluff above the Susquehanna —a 
sort of mountaintop. The late Fred 
Shipps was the amateur landlord. 

The occasion was a week of plain liv- 
ing and high thinking—“a season of 
fasting and prayer.” Even the supply: of 
potatoes failed! 

As there were few funds available we 
had to get teachers who would come 
for “stall room and fodder.” Those were 
“horse and buggy days.” These men 
were the “unknowns.” Note who they 
were: 

The Rev. Wilbur Chapman, the Rev. 


. Reuben Torrey, Mr. James McConkey, 


Mr. Robert E. Speer, Mr. Charles Hurl- 
burt, Mr. August Nash. These all be- 
came nationally famous in after years. 
The Rev. William L. Pettingill was a 
Y. M. C. A. secretary for Warren. 

We had with us from Coatesville a re- 
cently converted rolling mill worker 
called “Guinea” Merrick (freckled) and 
now Deacon William Merrick of the 
Baptist Church, 

During the conference Billy Merrick 
came to me and said, “Say, Mr. Ridg- 
way, this comes pretty near being 
Heaven, doesn’t it? No trouble to be 
good up here with the Lord and these 
great teachers. Makes a fellow think of 
Peter on the Mount of Transfiguration. 
But, say, Mr. Ridgway, there’s work for 
the Lord for us to do down yonder in 
the great valley.” 

At Coatesville Billy Merrick was just 
a humble iron mill worker. I'll tell you 
more about him some day. 

It was on this mountaintop, called 
Shickelimy, that these notes were prob- 
ably born. The place of spiritual uplift. 
(Matt. 11:25; Acts 4:13.) 


Boys and Colts.--Bring thy son hither 
(v. 41). Years ago when a father had 
a boy he could not manage, a spirited 
colt who refused to‘jog along like the 
milkman’s old nag, to which “Whoa” 
was always a welcome command, he 
sent the boy to a military school. 

But the wise father with a lively-spir- 


ited boy leads him to Jesus. Mark you,, 


leads him. That is what this father did. 

Nine times out of ten the boy “hard 
to manage” is just a misunderstood boy. 
I would advise such fathers to go down 
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to-.-Berlin; Maryland, and watch- the 
trainers handle the Riddle colts. That 
is where “Man of War” and other great 
racers were produced. And it was done 
by patience, gentleness, and understand. 
ing— if you get the idea. 

Many a boy whom his parents and the 
community -counted as useless and 
worthless has surprised everyone by 
turning. out the greatest of all when led 
to the Lord Jesus. 

The first time I ever saw Billy Mer- 
rick -was at a church festival, when his 
guinea face and a pair of grimy hands 
appeared at an open window and made 
away with a big cocoanut cake.

He cut it from a block of marble which 
had long: been in his studio. It is said 
that into that studio every morning 
‘came an old Negro woman to dust. She 
had- become accustomed to seeing that 
marble block standing there, and~ for 
days had not noticed it. One morning 
she came in and saw to her astonish- 
ment and terror the unmistakable line- 
aments of Lincoln appearing in the stone. 
She ran to the sculptor’s secretary: and 
said, “Am dat Abraham Lincoln?” “Yes,” 
said the- secretary, “that is Abraham 
Lincoln.” “Well,” said the old woman, 
“how in de-world did Massa Borglum 
know that Abraham Lincoln was in dat 
block of stone?” The vision of the un- 
seen is what transforms and glorifies 
Christian work.

NE night a mother sat watching by 

a very sick child. The father was 
there, too. They had done all they could 
for the child, and then had called the 
doctor. He had come, and done all he 
could. It was a dreaded disease, and 
he had told them only a certain serum 
could save their little one. He had wired 
to a distant city for it, to be sent by 
plane. But now a terrible storm had 
arisen, and it was doubtful if the plane 
could get through. The doctor came 
again, but he had done all he could. The 
little life seemed almost gone several 
times as the long night wore on. Their 
hearts were breaking. Then they heard 
a noise above the storm. It was the 
plane circling over the town. /In a few 
minutes the faithful physician was back 
with the precious medicine, and in a 
few hours their hearts were rejoicing, 
for their darling was improving, and 
would get well.

But the man with 
the sick boy still waited for Jesus to 
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come. down from the mountain. 

And He came down from the scene 
of-glory on that mountaintop, — where 
the three disciples had been overcome 
by. the vision of His glory, where He 
had talked with Moses and Elijah, — He 
came down to the arguing crowd, down 
to the waiting father, who brought the 
boy to Him. 

And Jesus said something to him it 
would be well for us to remember. We 
forget it so soon. “If thou canst believe, 
all things are possible to him that be- 
lieveth” (Mark 9:23). And the man 
voiced our own cry when he said, “Lord, 
I believe; help thou mine unbelief.”

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He let three of His disciples see His 
heavenly dress and something of the 
glorious way He looked in Heaven. Do 
you remember the questions He asked 
to prove that they understood who He 
was? (Review the story briefly and at- 
tach a small picture of the group to 
the map at Cesarea Philippi.) About 
a week later, the walking tour may have 
led to the vicinity of Mount Hermon, 
north of Cesarea Philippi. (Indicate on 
the class map.) 

Divide the class into three groups, 
one group to follow Matthew beginning 
with 17:1, one with Mark 9: 2, and one with 
Luke 9:28. -Each supplies some details 
not given by the others. Have the chil- 
dren find «answers to questions: - What 
three disciples did the Lord choose to 
go with Him? ~- Where did they go? 
What: was the Lord doing? Probably it 
was night. _What did the disciples do? 
Something unusual happened. The Lord 
began to look different from what His 
friends’ were used to seeing Him on 
earth. This change is called the Trans- 
figuration. How did His face look? How 
did His clothes look? Whiter than any 
washing machine on earth could make 
them! Who visited the Lord? What 
did they talk about? Decease means 
death. All at once Peter, James, and 
John woke up, and saw the glory about 
them. Peter wanted to say something. 
What? A cloud came about them and 
a voice spoke. Who was in the cloud? 
What did He say? When the cloud was 
gone, who else were gone, too? Who 
was left? Did Peter need Moses and 
Elijah? ‘There is only one name by 
which we must be saved. Who is that 
one? “There is none other name under 
heaven given among men, whereby we 
must be saved” (Acts 4:12; Memory 
Verse). God told these three men to 
pay attention to what His Son told them. 
Is it important for us to pay attention, 
too? How can we? How does He speak 
to us now? - Through the Bible; in 
prayer (do you do all the talking when 
you pray, or do you listen for what He 
says?); through the Holy Spirit within 
you, or your conscience. 

The next morning the Lord was going 
down the mountain. He met a great 
crowd of people waiting for Him. Who 
were some of these people? (Disciples, 
scribes, ordinary people, man with a son 
who had an evil spirit in him.) How did 
the boy act at times? What made him? 
What had the father wanted the dis- 
ciples to do? Could they? What did 
the Lord do? “There is none other name 
under heaven given among ' men, 
whereby we must be saved.” Only the 
Lord could cure the boy. 

It made no difference how nice the 
clothes were that this boy had. He still 
had the evil siprit. It made no differ- 
ence how clean he scrubbed his hands. 
Still he had spasms which were caused 
by the evil spirit within. The father 
couldn’t stop them. The disciples couldn’t 
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stop them. Only the Lord could cure 
him. Next Sunday before coming to 
Sunday school you will be putting your 
new Easter clothes on a body cleanly 
washed. But what about the life in- 
side the clean skin and the new clothes? 
Is that still dirty and bad? “Who shall 
ascend into the hill of the Lord? or who 
shall ‘stand in his holy place?

Goal.—To show the girls how they may 
be guests of the Lord Jesus Christ when 
they pray, and channels of power as they 
live for Him.

GUESTS OF THE LORD 


(14 E TOOK Peter and John and 

James.” These men were guests 
of the Lord Jesus! They were priv- 
ileged to look beyond the Man Jesus 
and behold their glorified King. When 
you go into “the secret place of the 
most High” (Psa. 90:1), you are a guest 
of the King. He is the One whom you 
wish to meet, and the One who must be 
heard. 


“What shall we pray during these 
troubled times?” folks have asked. It 
is as though they were asking, “What 
shall we advise God to do?” Let us not 
do all of the talking when we pray. 
Listen to the Lord: “This.is my be- 
loved Son: hear him.” 


The Lord took His guests into a moun- 
tain, —a place where they could have a 
vision of their opportunities, and yet a 
place where they could be alone with 
Him. Under what similar conditions did 
Christ Himself pray? (Luke 3:21; 5:16; 
6:12; 9:18; 11:1; 22:41.) Christ knew 
the Father and could talk things over 
intimately with Him. The disciples 
knew the Lord Jesus, but at this time 
they were not conscious of their priv- 
ilege of talking things over with this 
Friend. Have you learned to close your 
consciousness to the world and focus 
your attention upon Him? 


Who is the Christ? This was part of 
our subject last week. Christ is the Son of 
God, revealing the glory of God to man 
(John 17:4, 5). Through Him we are 
invited and urged to pray (Luke 18:1; 
22:40; 1 Thess. 5:17). 


What does God’s Word tell of the glory 
of the Lord? (1 Cor. 2:7, 8; John 1:14; 
17:24; 2 Cor. 3:18; 4:6, 7; Rom. 9:23; Rev. 
21: 23.) 

“To whom be glory for ever and ever.” 
Emphasize this thought by reading all 
of these selections (Gal. 1:3-5; Phil. 4: 
19, 20; 2 Tim. 4:18; Heb. 13:21; 1 Pet. 
5:10, 11). With the help of a concord- 
ance make a list of Old Testament verses 
telling of the glory of the Lord. 

What was the subject of conversation 
on the Mount? It was the same subject 
the Lord had mentioned when Peter had 
said, “Thou art the Christ.” It will be the 
subject of Heaven (Rev. 5:13). It is the 
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center of the Gospel (1 Cor. 15:3). It 
is the subject that motivates our prayer, 
and for which we should daily conse- 
crate our services: “God forbid that I 
should glory, save in the cross of our 
Lord Jesus Christ” (Gal. 6:14). 
CHANNELS OF POWER 


What is the effect of a vision of the 
glory of the Lord? Relationship with 
the Lord should not be for personal 
benefit alone. One who has been a guest 
of the Saviour should become a channel 
through which others may see and hear 
Him. 


No doubt the disciples who semaines 
in the valley truly wanted to help the 
boy of the lesson, but they did not un- 
derstand how much they, themselves, 
needed the help of God. In their own 
power, and in a great hurry they wanted 
to accomplish results. Miracle-working 
pewer is not human power. It is God's 
power working through clear channels 
(2 Cor. 4:6, 7). 


“Bring him unto me” (Mark 9:19). 
Keep your eyes upon “Jesus only” in 
prayer. Depend upon the wisdom and 
power of “Jesus only” as you live. When 
friends come to you for help, introduce 
them to the Helper (Heb. 13:6). 


What often keeps sincere Christians 
from accomplishing results? Perhaps 
some portion of their lives is unsurren- 
dered. They are in too much of a hurry, 
and fail to pray, or to “wait on the Lord.” 
Perhaps they fail to “fast.” Fasting is 
not, as some think, an enforced obliga- 
tion. Rather, it takes place when the 
energies, physical, mental, and spiritual, 
are united in a single cause. When you 
become so desperately in earnest about 
the salvation of a friend, or the success 
of a project, there will be times when 
you would rather pray than eat. 

Recall Queen Esther, so deeply in ear- 
nest about the salvation of her people 
that she spent three days fasting before 
she ventured into the presence of the 
king. Knowing, then, that she was risk- 
ing her very life, she bravely declared, 
“If I perish, I perish.” This Queen could 
not do much, individually, for her 
threatened people, but she could take 
their cause to her king. Read Esther 
4 through 7. 

Christ Jesus took our eternal death 
sentence upon Himself, thus making it 
possible for us to go, unafraid, and con- 
fident before the Throne of Heaven with 
the problems of a threatened world.

How the Lesson is Taught This Week 

Beginning: Boy, is this you? 

Discussion: Let the fellows in the 
class who are Christians tell how they 
were brought under conviction of sin 
(if they will) and their need of Jesus 
as Saviour. 

Objective: Bringing sinners to Jesus 
Christ. 











AY, fellows, I suppose you might re- 

sent it if I likened you to that poor 
kid whose father brought him to the 
Lord Jesus at the foot of the “Mount of 
Transfiguration.” This boy was in a 
desperate fix, for an evil spirit held him 
in a cruel grasp. The evil spirit would 
wrench him and tear his flesh until he 
cried out in agony, foaming at the 
mouth. Matthew’s account states that 
the boy would at such times fall into 
the fire or into the water, so that his 
parents had to be continually watch- 
ing to keep him from being utterly de- 
stroyed. This boy’s father brought him 
to Jesus Christ, told his pitiful story — 
“and Jesus rebuked the unclean spirit, 
and healed the child, and delivered him 
again to his father. And they were all 
amazed at the mighty power of God.” 

“No,” you say, “I was never like that. 
I never had a fit in my life.” And physi- 
cally you may be right; but believe me, 
dear fellow, on the authority of God’s 
Word, there is a spiritual condition of 
uncleanness which has far more peril in 
it than the worst physical calamity that 
can be imagined, much less described. 
Physical disease ends with death; it’s all 
over then. But spiritual illness leads 
into an eternal death which is never 
over. 

Now here’s the point, fellows: if you 
are a Christian, if you have confessed 
Jesus Christ as your Lord and Saviour, 
you have been saved by His redeeming 
blood. You have been brought to Jesus 
Christ when your case was hopeless 
without Him. Every other way that had 
been tried to save you had failed. It 
may be that, like the lad in the lesson, 
you were brought to the Lord Jesus 
Christ by one of your parents, or somie- 
one who loved you and wanted to save 
you from your pitiful plight. Someone 
brought you. Someone by the help of 
the Holy Spirit made you to see that 
you were a sinner and that Jesus is the 
only Saviour from the death-bound guilt 
of sin. Jesus rebuked the unclean spirit 
and sent him away from you, and gave 
you a new heart. But someone acted 
on your behalf before you even knew 
what was the matter with you. “God 
commendeth his love toward us, in that, 
while we were yet sinners, Christ died 
for us” (Rom. 5:8). “We love him, be- 
cause he first loved us” (1 John 4:19). 

So this is the second point: Since you 
could be saved because someone thought 
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of you and loved you first, it is now your 
glad privilege to let the Holy Spirit 
reach somebody else through you. Let 
me tell you, dear fellow, with all the 
emphasis that can be put into the state- 
ment, unless you are trying to bring 
somebody else to Jesus Christ for heal- 
ing, you won’t enjoy spiritual health. 
Even as your body is designed to tingle 
with the strength and buoyancy of per- 
fect health, so God has designed that 
your spirit may rejoice; and the pro- 
gram for that is helping others to know 
Jesus.

AMUEL ROCK, the missionary, had 

to get back to his post in Bethel, 
Alaska. The only way he could go, in 
the fall of the year, was to take a ship 
from Seattle to Nome, and from there 
go across to the mighty Yukon River. 
Then he planned to take the “portage” 
(across country) to Ougavik, on the 
Kuskokwim, and float down that river 
to Bethel. He hired two native Eskimo 
guides to carry his two-hundred-pound 
trunk, three suitcases, tent, and food, 
and to help handle the rowboat. All this 
had to be dragged overland, from one 
creek or lake to another creek or lake. 
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When they started out, it was raining, 
and it began to freeze. For food they 
hunted ducks. At night they slept under 
a tent. After several days of pulling 
the boat across land to the next lake or 
slough, something very startling hap- 
pened. 

Early one cold morning, the guides 
said they would not crawl out of their 
sleeping bags until the missionary made 
some hot tea. They were in an ugly 
mood, and demanded their wages. The 
missionary, however, had agreed to pay 
them when they reached Ougavik, and 
they had not yet reached that village. 
Finally the natives consented to carry 
the trunk to the next lake while the 
missionary carried the luggage. When 
they reached the lake they refused to 
bring the boat over unless paid. This 
po missionary again refused to do. So 
the faithless guides rolled up their tent, 
and paddled away in their kayaks (skin 
boats). The reason for this, they told 
the missionary, was for fear the 
freeze-up would come and they would 
not be able to return home. 

The missionary was in a difficult sit- 
uation. His boat was at one end of the 
lake and his luggage at the other end. 
He had no tent, and no ax. His only 
food was a piece of dried salmon the 
size of a man’s hand. He did not know 
where he was nor which way to go.

It had taken the na- 
tive, traveling in his birchbark canoe, 
going with the current, one hour to 
reach “missionary rock.” It was one 
hour after he had risen from prayer, 
that the Eskimo saw him. 

So the missionary shared the young 
native’s canoe and together they paddled 
up stream to the village. The Eskimos 
received him kindly. The old chief 
ordered the teakettle put over the fire; 
and his wife brought out half a dried 
salmon which the hungry missionary ate 
with relish. Then the tea was ready. 
He drank cup after cup and finished 
his meal with more cranberries. 

The chief sent his own son along with 
the rescuer, to act as guide as far as 
Ougavik. He gave the missionary a 
dried salmon and several fresh fish. 
Finally they reached the mouth of the 
Kuskokwim. Here the missionary paid 
off his rescuer with a pair of suspenders 
and all the change he had — fifteen 
cents—and he and the chief’s son 
went on. 

Before long the two men reached 
Ougavik safely. The chief’s son ten 
received his pay — suspenders, tea, cof- 
fee, and a shirt. 

In three more days the missionary 
reached Bethel, and his journey ended. 
It was a hard experience, but he thanked 
God for the lesson in faith it had taught 
him.

The Young People’s 
Prayer Meeting

(1 Cor. 1:17, 18, 26-31) 





Mon.—Bearing Christ’s crass (Mark 15:21).

HE topic for this week’s prayer 

meeting is the first line of a familiar 
Christian hymn that doubtless we have 
sung many times. The hymn goes on 
to tell of the central position of the cross 
in God’s Word, for the cross is truly 
the focal point toward which the whole 
of the Old Testament and the Gospels 
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look, and upon which the Acts and the 
Epistles and the Revelation look back. 

And glorying in the cross of Christ is 
indeed an exercise of the believer that 
is based upon the authority of God’s 
Word, for in Galatians 6:14 we find Paul 
saying, “God forbid that I should glory, 
save in the cross of our Lord Jesus 
Christ.” However, although we may sing 
the hymn lustily, do we really glory in 
the cross of Christ? Notice how Paul 
finishes his exclamation in Galatians 6: 
14. Having expressed his determination 
to glory in nothing save the cross of 
Christ, he continues, “by whom the world 
is crucified unto me, and I unto the 
world.” Glorying in the cross, then, is 
something more than mere sentimental- 
ity over a religious symbol or Christian 
fervor as we meditate upon the death 
of the Lord Jesus. Let us see what the 
cross of Christ should mean to us. 


1. The cross was the goal for which 
the Lord Jesus came into the world. He 
showed us a sinless, perfect life. He 
healed many. He told us about God 
the Father. But He came to die for the 
sins of the world on the cross. “This 
is a faithful saying, and worthy of all 
acceptation, that Christ Jesus came into 
the world to save sinners” (1 Tim. 1: 
15). And, “The Son of man came not 
to be ministered unto, but to minister, 
and to give his life a ransom for many” 
(Matt. 20: 28). 
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2. The cross was the place where the 
Lord Jesus dealt with sin, and where 
Satan became once for all a defeated 
foe. “And having spoiled principalities 
and powers, he made a shew of them 
openly, triumphing over them in it” (Col. 
2:15). The cross, to the Christian, should 
therefore be not a place of martyrdom 
or pathos, but of victory and glory. 


3. The cross of Christ is of infinite 
importance to the believer because it 
was there that the indictment against 
us, due to sin and failure and shortcom- 
ing, was blotted out, “And you... hath he 
quickened together with him, having for- 
given you all trespasses; blotting out the 
handwriting of ordinances that was 
against us, ... nailing it to his cross” 
(Col. 2:13, 14). There the price was 
paid and the account was settled, and 
therefore in the light of the cross there 
is now no _ condemnation standing 
against the believer (Eph. 2: 14-16; Rom. 
8:1). 
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4. To the Christian the cross means 
peace and reconciliation with God. 
Since the indictment against us was 
blotted out at the cross, the cross be- 
comes the ground of our peace with God, 
“Having made peace through the blood 
of his cross, by him to reconcile all 
things unto himself” (Col, 1:20). 
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5. But it is not enough that the be- 
liever’2 standing has been dealt with 
at the cross. The cross is also the basis 
of the believer’s daily walk. “I am cru- 
cified with Christ: nevertheless I live; 
yet not I, but Christ liveth in me: and 
the life which I now live in the flesh 
I live by the faith of the Son of God, 
who loved me, and gave himself for 
me” (Gal. 2:20).

6. The cross is a pledge of the Lord’s 
return, and of reunion with loved ones 
gone on before. “For if we believe that 
Jesus died and rose again, even so them 
also which sleep in Jesus will God bring 
with him” (1 Thess, 4:14-16). Since the 
prophecies that our Lord must suffer 
have been fulfilled, just so must the 
prophecies concerning His reign be liter- 
ally fulfilled. If we believe in His death 
and resurrection, we must also believe 
that He will come again as He said. 
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Truly, then, the believer has cause to 
glory in the cross of Christ. But that 
glorying becomes experimentally real 
only as our lives show forth the Lord 
Jesus to others, and as, by His grace, 
we reckon upon the fact that we have 
been crycified with Him and that hence- 
forth we are living unto God as those 
that are alive from the dead. Singing 
about glorying in the cross of Christ and 
living in defeat and failure is an incon- 
sistency over which the angels may well 
ponder. Let us rather thank God for 
the finished work of the Lord Jesus 
that was accomplished on the cross, and 
let us appropriate the victory and the 
peace and the blessing that God intends 
each of us to enjoy and to show forth 
because of what was done there.

shipmates. Thus to all points of the 
compass went these Gospel messages. 
A young man from Erie, Pa., writes: 
‘First of all I introduced to them the 
plan for reaching the high school with 
TFS booklets. They are for it. I think 
Erie has approximately 5,000 high 
schoolers, not including the surround- 
ing township.” This young man has 
organized a group of young people 
“for the purpose of uniting Erie’s young 
people interested in evangelism.” As a 
part of their activities they are seeking 
funds for 10,000 TFS booklets to be given 
to students. He says further, “I have 
committed the work to God and I be- 
lieve He will do it, and do it through us.” 
Recent word from Columbus, Ohio, 
states that the same plans are being 
started there. A lawyer in New York 
City is arranging for the distribution of 
TFS booklets in Columbia University 
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Lesson for March 29 


and Hunter College. Davis Weyerhauser 
sent TFS booklets to the Christian group 
on Yale campus for distribution by them. 

Truth for Students enjoys the con- 
fidence and co-operation of other move- 
ments working with young people. The 
Scripture Distribution Society of 
Wheaton College, Wheaton, Ill, has sent 
TFS several thousand copies of “His Tri- 
umph” (Gospel of John) for use with 
students. The American Bible Society, 
in 1940, sent out through TFS nearly 
100,000 Bible. seals with the imprint, 
“Read the Bible.” Stacey Wood, of the 
Inter-Varsity Fellowship, sent for TFS 
literature for over thirty Inter-Varsity 
Fellowship chapters in Canada. The In- 
ternational Christian Crusade co-operates 
heartily with TFS. Members of the 
Christian student groups in Washington 
University, Seattle Pacific College, and 
Simpson Bible Institute, in Seattle, typed 
11,000 addresses to send TFS booklets to 
the students in the University. The 
Sunrise Hour (radio program from Cal- 
gary, Canada), has asked for TFS liter- 
ature to send to those requesting it. Two 
thousand booklets were sent to them. 
WMBI, of Moody Bible Institute, made 
a similar request. A brief “Pray For” 
mention in THe SuNnDAyY ScHoo., Times 
brought a flood (over 200) of letters re- 
questing information and sample litera- 
ture. An article in The King’s Business 
brought requests from several foreign 
countries. 

Christian people can help in this work 
by praying for it; using the literature; 
and giving to support it. With no sal- 
aries or paid workers, TFS’ only finan- 
cial backing is Philippians 4:19. Plans 
are now made for making the material 
available for free distribution through 
personal contact by students of our Bible 
institutes and evangelical seminaries, as 
contributions make it possible, with a 
shorter, “streamline” message for first 
use with students who may thereafter 
receive the larger booklets on request. 
If used otherwise than among high 
school and college students, TFS booklets 
may be had at the cost of printing and 
mailing. Samples are available on re- 
quest, but postage will be appreciated. 
Several booklets have thus far been pre- 
pared: “The Sheer Logic of Atonement 
by Substitution,” by J. E. Conant; “The 
Wonder of the Book,” by Dyson Hague; 
“Theories of Evolution and the Facts of 
Human Antiquity,” by Harry Rimmer; 
“Science and the Bible,” by J. B. Rowell; 
“The Changing Views of Scientists,” by 
Leander S. Keyser; “From Slot Machine 
to Murder and the Death-Chair,” by 
Frank Novak; and other titles. Calls 
for TFS literature are increasing, but 
funds do not permit adequate response.
